Remodel The Constitution 


Justi as the spur of necessity forced governments all over the world to 
increase taxation in order to raise enormous war revenues and to meet in-| 
terest charges of ever mounting war debts, so necessity now demands the in- 
auguration of every safe and business-like reform culated to bring about a! 
reduction in national expenditures and thereby make possible a lowering of 


taxation. High taxation throttling all industrial and commercial

enterprise and is operating as a clog on the wheels of business, hampering ! 
| 
the provision of adequate and remunerative employment for tens of thousands | 


of people, and retarding a return to pre-war prosperity. 
There is opportunity for the inauguration of economies in public adminis- | 
tration in Canada through a revision, a remodelling, of some of the provisions | 
of the national constitution as it governs the relations between the Federal | 
Government and the several Provincial Governments | 
Canadian taxpaye today are called upon to bear the expense of nine 
Government departments of agriculture, one in each province and one for the 
Dominion as a whole. There is inevitably an enormous amount of overlap 
ping in effort and waste in expenditure Inasmuch as agricultural conditions 
and needs greatly throughout the Dominion it is probably necessary to 
have Provincial departments devoted to the encouragement of agriculture, 
but with each Province looking after its own requirements in this respect, 
where does the need exist for a Dominion department? It could very well be 
done away with, a substantial saving effected, and no outstanding loss to the 
industry of agriculture result. Yet the Canadian constitution gives jurisdic- 
tion to both Federal and Provincial Governments concerning agriculture, 
Then there is overlapping in connection with such subjects as insurance, 
with the result that we find departments at Ottawa and in the Provincial 
capitals, fully staffed, compiling insurance data and statistics, enforcing in- 
spections of one kind and another, collecting fees from companies, which, of 
course, the people in the final a ysis have to pay, while Parliament on the! 
one hand and Provincial Legislatures on the other are busy enacting new | 
sand regulations governing the conduct of the business of insurance, 
Much the same thing is true in connection with laws concerning the in- | 
corporation, management, taxation, ete, of Companies during business 
throughout the Dominion. There is a constant conflict in legislation and 
nuthority, and the courts are full of actions and appeals to decide where the 
authority of the Dominion ends and that of the Provinces begins, or vice 
versa. Constant recourse is had to the Privy Council in London to decide 
these knotty questions, for all of which the people of Canada ultimately pay. 
Step by step Provinces have in recent years encroached upon what was 
formerly regarded as the exclusive right of the Federal Parliament to legislate 
in the matter of Banks and banking. Farm Loan Boards are essentially a 
form of banking, taking the money of people on deposit in the form of bonds 
and debentures and re-loaning the proceeds, while in Ontario and Manitoba 
the Provincial Governments have actually established Provincial savings 
banks, Even admitting that such action has been forced on the Provinces 
through the failure of the Federal Parliament to revise the Bank Act in order 
to make it meet conditions in these Provinces, rather than leave it as it is, | 
chiefly of benefit to manufacturing industry &nd the larger concerns of finance

The Largest Coin 


Large Coins Were Commonly Used in 
Sweden in Olden Days 

Probably the largest coin in the 
world is one belonging to Farren 
Zerbe, internationally famous expert 
on rare coins. It is a piece of stamp- 
ed copper plate 10 inches square and 
weighs six and one-half pounds, It 
has a value of “4 daler” (the daler 
was a coin of varying value) stamped 
on it, and the date 1780. Such coins 
were commonly used in Sweden for 
some time during and after the wars 
of Charles XIL. It is a part of a col- 
lection of more than 30,000 specimens, 
representing mediums of exchange of 
all countries and periods from the 
earllest times to the present day. 
The total face, or original exchange, 


; Value of the collection is counted in 


millions, but no present value has 
ever been placed on it. Many of the 
coins are, of course, rare and of much 
greater value than their face,—East 
and West.

The importance of the farm garden 


; cannot be too greatly stressed upon. 


There is altogether too large a per- 
centage of farms in the province 
where no attempt is made to have a 
garden, It should be generally recog: 
nized that the cost of operating a 
farm home can be greatly reduced by 
growing as large a percentage as pos: 
sible of the foodstuffs required in tha 
home. A farm garden makes it muci 
easier to supply a wholesome and di- 
versified, menu, and hence is an im: 
portant factor in maintaining the 
health of the members of the home. 

Some of the chief advantages of a 
good garden may be summarized as 
follows: — 

It is an evidence of thrift. 

It assists in reducing the cost of op- 
erating a home. It is a very expen- 
sive matter for a farmer to have to 
purchase vegetables, 

It ensures the use of an abundance 
of green foods, and thus has a ve y 
direct bearing on the health of those 
depending upon it. 

Many of the vegetables produced in 
the average garden may be preserved 
for winter use by canning, thus insur: 
ing a supply of healthful food through: 
out the year, 


A well planned and cared-for gar- 
den is a thing of beauty, especially if 
it is sheltered by a thrifty windbreak 
and contains fruit and flowers as well 
as vegetables, . 

It is a very essential part of the 
farm lay-out. It increases one’s 
pride in his farm. Jt makes the farm 
more self-supporting. It stops many 
of the avoidable leaks in the pocket- 
book. It lends the atmosphere of per: 
manence to the farm home, 

The farm garden brings up the 
whole matter of beautifying the farm 
home. While a productive garden 
can be grown on practically every 
farm, it is much easier to make it 
successful if it is surrounded by a 
shelter belt. The Dominion Horticul- 
turist, after a visit to the west in 1921, 
that “The prairie will become 
a land of gardens 
come a 
belts.”

At the same time the 
retailer is giving credit to the customer, the wholesaler 
to the retailer, the-manufacturer to the wholesaler, and 
the bank to the manufacturer. In a way the bank is 
lending money to the consumer through a chain of inter- 
mediaries, And at each point there-is risk and worry 
and loss and added costs. If a man wants eredit to en- 
able him to carry on, instead of going to to the store keep- 
er for credit he should go to the bank for a loan. Then 
he could pay cash for his goods and the retailer could get 
his discounts. ' 

If this rule was followed, universally, business right 
back from the retailer to the manufacturer could be put 
practically on a cash basis. With bad debts, interest 
icharges, credit en and collection costs eliminated, 
business could be conducted more economically with 
much more saetisfactory results 

It may he said that the giving of evedit has become a 
custom of the country and no single merchant can get 
away from it. This assumption has been proved wrong 
throughout Western Canada where individual merchants 
in certain localities have forsaken the credit system and 
established a good thriving and going business on a cash 
basis. I grant you it is‘t an easy task, but to the mer- 
chant who is giving indiscriminate and extended credit 
to his customers I would suggest that his first step be a 
notice to all his customers that he is required to meet his 
accounts more promptly and can secure better terms 
from the wholesalers by paying on short time or cash, he 
is, therefore, going to limit his term of credit to thirty 
days, that is, any one buying on credit during the current 
month will have to settle for same before the end of the 
month following. By sticking strictly to this and enfore- 
ing this principle he will eliminate lone credits and gra- 
dually get people down to a basis where they will realize 
that they have got to pay up every month. The marehant 
of course, can show them where, by doing this, he will be 
able to give them a discount on former prices. The in- 
terest that he formerly had to pay the wholesaler and 
bank he can now allow them off the price of the goods, 
This is always an inducement for the custmer to—mecet 
your demands, 

Once you got the thirty days’ principle established 
in your district, you will find it quite easy to put on| 
specfal discount sales for cash, and further, to offer | 
special inducements to those wishing to pay you cash by 
showing them how you can afford to sell for. less money | 
when you don’t have to do bookkeeping, rendering of 
statements and collecting accounts. By these and var- 
ious other methods you can gradually work in the cash 
system and before your customers realize it you have got

Wives and Mothers of Deceased 
Soldiers to Receive Medal Re. 
gardiess of Date of Death 
The Memorial Cross which hereto 
fore has been available only to the; 
wives and mothers of soldiers whose 
deaths resulted from ‘active 
prior to November 11th, 1920, will! 
now be issued in respect of any man 
who dies as the result of active serv- 
ice, regardless of the date of death. 
A militia order has just been issued | 
to this effect as the result of represen- 
tations from the Ontario Provincial 
Command, G.W.V.A., strongly  sup- 
ported by Capt. H. A. Chadwick of the 
Records Branch, Department of Na- 

tional Defence. 

The issue of the Memorial Cross in 
the first instance was prompted by 
the desire of the nation to provide 
some tangible recognition of the sacri- 
fice of mothers who gave their sons 
in the defence of the nation. It 
was also made available to the wives 
of married deceased soldiers, but the 
issue was contingent upon death hav- 
ing occurred within two years of the} 
signing of the Armistice. The new
